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DUBLIN’S POTATO SUPPLY. 


CONFERENCE AT THE MANSION HOUSE. 


A conference, representative of farmers, factors, 
potato merchants, was held at the Mansion 
Dublin, on Thursday evening. The Lord 
and there were present :—-Councillor 
Chairman of the Markets Com- 
Charles Kettle, P. G.

The meeting was convened by the Lord Mayor, 
at the request of the Co. Dublin Farmers’ Associs- 
tion, to consider the existing system of marketing 
potatoes in Dublin, and to suggest means for its 
improvement. After a general exchange of views, 
in which the various aspects of the case as they 
concerned the different parties were referred to, the 
following resolution, proposed by Mr. C. Grimes 
and seconded by Mr. John Carroll, was adopted 
unanimously : - 
‘That in the opinion of the meeting, it wonld 
be advisable for the rev "ra of Dublin to pro: 
eeed forthwith to establish a central market for 
the sale of potatoes, and that in framing by-laws 
for the working and government of such market, 
consideration should be given to the views of those 
most directly concerned—viz., the farmers, factors, 
and retailers.” 
In order to give effect to the foregoing, it was 
proposed by Mr. McKeogch (McKeoch and MacKeown) 
and seconded by Mr. Thomas Corcoran :- 
‘That five members from each Association he 
appointed to draw up a statement expressing the 
views o€ this meeting for submission to the Markets 
Commitieo, for its guidance in framing by-laws, 
etc.” 
This proposal was adopted unanimously, and the 
meeting adjourned. 


REGULATION POTATO PRICES 
EXCEEDED. 


+> 
CONVICTION AFFIRMED. 

At the City Sessions yesterday. before the 
Recorder, the appeal of Messrs. Sheridan aud Son, 
potato factors, Dublin, against the decision of the 
magistrate at the City Police Court, imposing on 
them a fine of £5 a £2 costs for having, as 
alleged, soki potatoes to a Mra. Keating, of Arklow, 
at a which exceeded the price fixed by the 
Fobd Controller, namely, ten guineas per ton, in 
the month of March Inst. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by Mr. D. 
O'Flaherty, of the Chief Crown Soliciter’s Office), 
appeared to uphold the conviction; and Mr. Alfred 
Dickie, K.C. (lnstrectes by Mr. W. J. M. Coulter), 

appeared for the appellapts. 

The evidence was that the charge made to the 
woman was £11 10’- per ton, plus porterage end 
sacks, but counse! submitted that, according to the 
Food Controller's Order, whether the appellants were 
factors or agents,, they were not justified jn chare- 
ing any sum in excess of £10 10/, as fixed by 
the Order. 

Mr. Dickie told the Court that Messrs. Sheridan, 
who were factors, were merely acting as agents for 
a man named McDonnell. who lives near Dundalk, 
and that the extra charge was for rail transit, and 
for leading at Dundalk, and cartage in Dwblin. 
Had Mre. Keating ordered the potatoes direct from 
Mr. McDonnell she would have had to bear all 
ua. rail and cartage charges. 

er said that the words of the Food 
Controller's Order were: “ Al? money actually paid 
for transport by rail or by water in respect of the 
potatoes sold in addition to the ten guineas per 
ton.” There was nothing in the Order permitting 
a chara@e for porterage and for bags, and therefore 
the appellants were not entitled to charge more 
than £10 10. per ton, plus 8.10, cost of carriace 
by rail. Inetead of having paid £10 18/10, Mrs. 
Keating id 212 2/6. which included a chance for 
bags and porterage. No charge should have been 
made for packages or porterage. The magistrate’s 
decision was right, and it should be affirmed. 

Mr. Dickie applied that the amount of the fine 
be reduced owing to the circumstances that the 
appellants acted in ignorance, and that they had 
not sold any potatoes since they sold these. 
similar conditions. 

The Recorder said that if the authorities did not 
object he would reduce the fine. He gave uo costs 
against the appellants. 


In the King’s Bench Division, London, yester- 
day Mr. Justice Low gave judgment for Mr. 
Waldorf Astor, M.P., with costs, in the action 
brought against him by a common informer, 
claiming damages in respect of votes and sit- 
tings in the House of Commons while advertise- 
ments by Government Departments were ap. 
pearing in the Observer, of which Mr. Astor 
was then the sole proprietor. Penalties amount- 
ing to £29, were claimed by the plaintiff, 
Mr. Charies Dyter Tranton.
